In claim 1 , the last line, following "slab", there has been inserted — while the 
heated working platform supports the transparent slab—. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
neither discloses nor suggests, in combination with the other limitations in independent 
claim 1, a heater coupled to a working platform, upon which can be placed a "slab"-type 
workpiece, with means for printing a plurality of scattering dots on the side of the slab 
opposite the side in contact with the working platform while the working platform is 
heated. 

The examiner notes that "scattering dots" is a term of art, referring specifically to 
the dots with high light scattering characteristics, printed on the surface of an LCD light 
guide plate to prevent total internal reflection of the light incident on the edge of the 
plate.
